The Position of The Company Relative 
to Bateriag Salisbery Plainly 
Stated by lts Presideat. 


The Wilmingten Morning News of 
September 5th., has the following dis. 
patch fn m Dover; 

Dover, Del., Sept. 4.— It is said that 
the Diamond State Telephoue Comp- 
any has been balked in its efforts to tie 
the Peninsula towns together by long 
distance telephones at moderate rates 
by the absolute refusal of the Salisbury 
people to dispose of their local line, for 
which they are said to have an excla- 
sive charter. The Salisbury people are 
elther opposed to the Dover company 
connecting up with their system or 
they wre holding out for fancy money, 

The asiiuation it is underetood, will 
make it necessary for the Diamond 
State people to build around Wicomico 
county in order to get down the Penin- 
sula, but this move will not only ĝe 
prive the thriving town of Salisbury 
(now the biggest on the Peninsula 
south of Wilmington) from intercourse 
with the outside world, but will make 
the Diamond State concern incomplete 
and will prevent people of this state 
and Peninsula from conversing with 
the Balisburyites. Otherwise the tele- 
phone company is opening pa rush- 
ing ness in nearly all the Peninen- 
la towns and shipping placer,”

‘We have a good cull law now, and we 
are all interested in seeing thatit is 
properly enfurced.” 

While the deal.r was engaged in 
praising the cull law, Oyster Inspector 
William Pohl.r, who brought more 
eaptians to grief last year than any 
other employce of the State, said: 

“The trouble with the cull law is the 
way it is enforced in the counties. Last 

seasdn the oystermen would fill the bot- 
toms of the vcseela with undersized bi- & 
valves and then request to be arrested. 
They were taken before a county magis 
trate, fined $26 and allowed to proceed 
with their cargo to Baltimore. We 
could not arrest them again, and they 
wold the boatload here, boasting that 
they were at liberty to do so because 
they had paid for the privilege. 

Some of the captains did this opén- 
ly, They should have been compelled 
to dump the undersized oyaters back in 
the water, 

“Some few of the captains preferred 
to pay their flute in Baltimore. One of 
the mariners I arrested was taken be 
fore Justice Ross, who fined him.

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TEACHERS INSTITUTE, 


laterestiag sad Profitable Program for 
The Week. 

The teacher's Institute to be held in 
the Court House next week will be of 
special importance to the teachers of 
the county. Every teacher is under as 
much obligation to attend the Institute 
as he is to open the doors of his school 
room, The compensation is the tame 
as teaching and the week's instruction 
ought to be of inestimable value to the 
teachers, It ia the duty as well as the 
privilege of the teachers to aid in mak- 
ing ita great success, An interesting 
program, with a “round table’’ exer- 
cise has been prepared and forwarded 
to the teachers. 

A large number of teachers have 
been assigned a place, in the round 
table” talk, and those not assigned, in 
fact every teacher will be expected to 
take some part in the work and it 
should be a pleasuré to do so. 

The program has been arranged in 
harmony with the Manual of Institute 
work as furnished by State Baded of 
Education. In addition to the program, 
the social features will be ofa high 
order and a good time may be 
by all, but the first duty will te m- 
struction and in this particular every 
teacher is expected to be benefited. 

The date fixed hy Prof. Stephens is 
the very best that could have been 
selected and being in the opening week 
of school and at a season when the 
conditions of the weather are fine, 
enables all the teachers to be present 
and to get, at the very opening of 
school, a full idea of the work to be 
done. With the programs sent out the in 
teachers have been supplied with a 
copy of the new schedule of studies as 
given by the State Board of Education.

The shots wire followed by the wild - 
eat confusion. Women and children 
were almost crushed in the panic. The 
President alone was calm. He stepped 
back, dropped into a chairon the dais 
near the great or, an, turned to a friend 
and said, “Iam wounded.” The next 
ve | thought was of his wife. Do not exag- 
gerate the extent of my injury,“ he 
said, The wounded President was re- 
moved to a hospital on the grounds, 
where physicians and surgeons exam- 
ined him. It was found that one bullet 
had struck the breastbone and glanced 
off. The other penetrated the stomach 
and the surgeons were unable to locate 
it. The President bore the operation 
well and for the past week has been 
steadily improving and at this time bis 


recovery is thought to be an assured 
fact. 


As the news of the shooting was 
flashed across the continent it was so 
terrible that very few believeed it at 
first and for an hour afterwards could 
be heard the expression, “it can’t be 
true.” Profound sorrow passed ‘over 
the country and at every bulletin 
board great throngs of people gathered 
and waited for hours to read every mes 
Sage that could throw light on the hor- 
rible attempt to assassinate the Presi- 
dent. On Sunday and on Tuesday spec- 
ial services were held in the churches 
throughout the country and prayers 


offered that the President might recov- 
er. 


The statement made by Leon Czol 
goss to the police is as follows; 

“L was borm in Detroit nearly 9 
years ago. My parents were Russian 
Poles. They came here 49 years ago. 
I got my education in the public 
.|@hools of Detroit) and then went to 
Cleveland, where I got work. In Clere- 
land I read books on socialism and mot 
a great many socialists. I was pretty 
well known as a socialist in the West. 
Aftr being in Cleveland for several 
years I went to Chicago, where I re- 
mained seven months, afte which I 
wage | Went to Newburg on the outskirts of 
Cleveland, and went to work in the 
N Wire Mills 

“During the last five years I have 
had as friends anarchists in Chicago, 
Cleveland, Detroit and other Western 
cities, and I suppo:e I became more or 
less bitter. Yes, I know I was bitter. 
I never had much luck at anything and 
this preyed upon me. 

THE CRAZE TO KILL. 


“It made me morose and envious, bat 
what started the craze to kill was a leo- 
ture I heard some little time ago by 
Emme Goldmau. Ghe was in Cleve- 
land and I and other anafchists went to 
hear ber. She setme on fire. 

„Her doctrine that ali rulers should 
be exterminated was what set me to 
thinking, so that my head nearly split 
with the pain. Miss Goldman’s words 
went right through me, and when I 
left the lecture I had made up my mind 
that I would have todo something he- 
roic for the cause I loved. 

“Eight days ago, while I was in Chi- 
cago, I read in a Chicago newspaper of 
Président McKinley's visit to the Pan- 
American Exposition at Buffalo. That 
day I bought a ticket fo: Buffalo, and 
got here with the determination to do 
something, bat I didnot know just 
what. I thought of shooting the Presi- 
dent, but I had not formed a plan. 

‘I went to liye at 1078 Broadway, 
whichis a saloon and hotel. John No- 
wak, a Pole, a sort of politician who | *” 
has led his people here for years, owns 
it. I told Nowak that I came to tee the 
fair. He knew nothing about what was 
setting mə orazy, I went to the expo- 
sition grounds a couple of times a day. 

MURDER IN 019 WEAR. 

“Not until Tuesday morning did the 
resolution to shoot the Prepident take a 
hold of me. It was in my heart; there 
was uo scape for me.

The America's Cup. 


August 22, 1851, the Schooner Yacht 
America set out to capture the Royal 
Squadron Cop, valued at 100 gdinens, 
which was offered the win er of the 
International Regatta arranged in hon- 
or of the World’s Fair, London. Seven 
teen other crafts were enter d. The 
course was around the Isle f Wight, 
one which the London Times declared 
to be “notoriously one of the most un- 
fair to strangers that can be select d, 
inasmuch as the currents and tides ren 
der iccal knowledge of more valuethan 
ewifteailing or nautical tk Ii“ 

Fifteen yachts s‘arted. The America 
took the lead soon aftr passing No 
Man's Land’’ and won by n margin of 
24 minuter, Aurora second. ‘The cup 
was presented to the New York Yacht 
Ciub in 1857 as a perpetual internation 
al challenge cup.

The Oyster Situation. 


Commander T. C. B. Howard cf the 
State Fishery Force in speaking of the 
oyster situation recently sad; 

“I have esamined the oysters now be- 
ing delivered at the wharves and find 
them of good size sadquallty for this 
time of the year, ‘The totgers report 
plenty of small oystera on the bed». 
Tangier sound and Pocomoke sonnd ate 
covered, and the Choptank river is a 
perfect gold mige. There were 516 tong- 
ing licenses taken out on the first day 
of the season in Dorchest r county. 

We coll.cted the tax on 4, 000,000 
bushels of oysters in Baltimore last 
year, and it is conceded by oystermen 
that fully 1,000,000 bushels were taken 
from the Potomac to Washington and 
Northern cities which we missed alto 
gether. Iam confident that we will 
handle 5,000,000 bushels here this win 
ter, and in two or three years more 
with the present law iu force I believe 
the Chesapeake bay and its tributaries 
will yield 8,000,000 to 10,000,000 bush- 
ols of oysters annually.”

TOMATO CASES. 


laica om. To Santa Contract 
Agreements. 

Ridgeley, Md., Sept. 16.—Chief Judge 
James Alfred Pearce has granted pre- 
liminary injunctions in number of 
cases enjoining tomato growers from 
selling their crops to persons other than 
packers with whom they had contracted 
this season, and appointing receivers to 
take charge of the crops, harvest and 
deliver the produce to the canners, 
This course was taken by the packers 
under legal advice, to prevent the 
“jumping” of contracts by growers—a 
matter which, it is alleged, has assum- 
ed alarming proportions to the pack- 
ors. 

Early in the year contracts for de- 
livery were made as usual, the packers 
stipulating to pay the growers §6 a ton 
for all tomatoes grown by them or 
ona certain number of acres. With 
the great demand for canned goods and 
the partial failure and unprecedented 
lateness of the crop many growers evi- 
denced a disposition to evade the con- 
tracts, and agents of Baltimore packing 
houses have. been offering 25 cents a 
basket at railroad stations and steam- 
boat wharves for tomatoes, the local 
contteet. price of $6 a ton being only 
abont ý cents a basket. 

Aa the canners have in turn contract 
ed with the jobbers and wholesale hous- 
es to furnish canned tomatoes at a 
figüre which precludes them from pay- 
frosted with the condition of defaulting 
on their contracts or buying enough 
canted goods to make up the deficiency 
in thelr own pack at a high price. To 
maly Ganners this meant bankruptcy 
and going out of business.

Smith also ‘was 
deceived when he issued his proolama- 
tion declaring that there exists an “‘urg- 
ent necessity for immediate legislation, 
to stop bribery and corruption at our 
election.”

The Baltimore Herald, in comment- 
ing on my letter and attitude in declin- 
ing to enter the Judicial primary, be- 
cause of this condition which rendered 
it impossible to have s fair contest, had 
thistosay; “If his conceptions ot the 
condition in Wicomico County are dor 
rect he has been actuated by the high- 
est principle that can control one who 
asks public préferment, and has set s 
most worthy example.” 

What newspaper in Wicomico, or 
person over his signature will réfute 
this “condition.”

Neither the general or 
state government has official statistics 
of bribery. But they can de had from 
those who keep the statistics. 

It is variously estimated that out of 
5,500 voters, there are from 1600 to 2600 
engaged in the traffic of buying and 
selling votes; from 800 to 600 being 
numbered among the buyers, that is 
the givers and handlers of money, bank- 
ers and runners on election day. The 
large class being of those who take 
money, its number depending on 
“whats out,“ and the intensity of local 
interests. This class is said to be grad- 
ed in their notion of duty, that isa few 
who require an inducement to vote as 
they wish to vote; another class who, 
when the inducements are equal, will 
vote according to party affiliations; she 
third class with any eye to business, 
ask whats out.“ 

But these men, generally poor and 


ignorant, are not the ones upon whom 


to train the guns of condemnation. 
But let us go still more into detail for 
proof. There are two election Districts 
with their voting places in Salisbury, 
that is Parsons and Salisbury ‘Districts, 
In one of those at an election of recent 
date, I am informed by those who know, 
that 68000. 0% was paid by one of the 
great parties on election day, and pre- 
sumably nearly as mach more by the 
other, as competition was intense; that 
in the other District, 3100 00 was: dis- 
tributed by one of the parties and mear-

Those who had the most produce to 
sell this year realized more money than 
for several years past. 

The prices for white potatoes have 
been so high that many sold too close 
hoping to be restooked: tho late 
crop. It seems though that only a few 
have succeeded in getting the lately 
planted seed to.come up. The result is 
we will have to buy potatoes for home 
consumption, Last year we had more 
than we could sel, 

Twenty-five cents was offered for to- 
matoes on thè wharf lun week. A 
number of growers who bad contracted 
with the canners for 10c. felt blue 
when the market prices were thirty- 
seven cents a basket. Some parties did 
jump their contract with the packers. 
The latest news is that tomatoes will 
not bring the freight, and the steamers 
demand the same prepaid. It is better 
in general for the grower to contract 
than take the chances of a fluctuating 
market, for thereby he has a chance to 
sell his whole crop.

Stones Ambition Will Make Democratic

In spite of the preterded hopefulne:s 
of Chairman Goldsborough, republican

He is 
apparently in the most hearty accord 
with the present organization, It 
would be difficult to [point to a single 
act of his that would arouse suspicions 
of treacliery or indifference, and yet it 
is common khowledge that the people 
whom he influences are not doing any- 
thing for the republican success, Un- 
til he secures his reappointment as col- 
levtor of the port at the hands of Sen- 
ator McComas there will be no open 
rupture, but in the meantime the re- 
publicans will be defeated and the 
present leaders will be discredited. 
Goldsborough and McComas will have 
to bear the responsibility for defeat, 
while Stone can come forth asan un- 
tried but admittedly able leader. He 
has at this time a silent but perfect or- 

‘ganization throughout the state, and 
his followers are only awaiting the 
word from him to come out in the’open 
and discard Goldsborough and the 
present State crowd. 

Eastern Shore conditions would 
seem to indicate a sweeping democrat- 
io victory in every county on the shore, 
Talbot and Dorchester were worrying 
the democratic leaders but the in- 
dependent republican tickets which 
have been nominated there almost as- 
sure the election of the democratic 
tickets. 

Caroline is safe for a small democrat- 

dio majority as is Kent. The ballot law 
will bea great help to the democrats 
in these counties by eliminating large- 
ly the purchasable vote which has re- 
cently been going solidly to the ro- 
publicans, * 

In Cecil the campaign bas been on 
for a longtime. The democratic ticket 
was nominated long before the state 
convention and harmony in the party 

ranks is complete. Somerset with its 
varying republican majority of from 
800 to 800 promises to redeem itself 
this year. The republicans have al- 
most abandoned all hope of winning 

| and are now centralizing their efforts 
to secure the election of Oliver Beau- 
champ for Clerk. They admit that 
this can only be accomplished by the 
ald of democratic votes, and the only 
question is whether they can get 
enough of them or not. 

The frantic attempts of Mr. Golds. 
borough to belittle the independent 
movement in Dorchester are really 
funny, At headquarters in Baltimore 
hé tells his admiring friends that it 
amounts to nothing but the next day 
he comes home and begins a series of 
maase-meetingslong before the campaign 
has started anywhere in the State. 
Asa matter of fact Ex-Congreeaman 
Kerr is telling his friends some very 
plain, blunt truths about Goldsbor- 
ough's leadership which these alleged 
leaders cannot refute.

After the court dockets were read 
and the business of the term ar. au 
in order, Mr. Ji.mes E. Ellegood pre- 
sented resolutions upon the death of 
the late George Grier Ratcliff, who was 
associated with Mr. Ellegood at the 
time of his death by drowning last 
August.

CZOLGOSZ GUILTY. 


Jury Takes Four Ballota aad All Are 
Usanimous. 


Buffalo, Sept. 24.—A verdict of guilty 
o murder in the first degree was re- 
ported at 4.25 o'clock this afternoon by 
the jury which tried Leon F. Czolgoss 
for the assassination of President Mo- 
Kinley. Eight hours and twenty five 
minutes was the actual time occupied 
by the trial of the case and the deliber- 
ations and return of the jury. Eigh- 
teen days had elapsed from the shoot- 
ing of the President, and ten days and 
fourteen hours since his death. No 
witnesses were sworn for the defence. 
Not a word of evidence was before the 
court as to the sanity of the prisoner. 
The alienists who examined him were 
not called. The court instructed the 
jury that the proof of insanity is with 
the defendant, that a man must be 
presumed to te eane unless proven in- 
gane. 

To the assassin was offered the op- 
portunity to go on the stand, but he 
only shook his head when his lawyers 
asked him. He did not trust himself 
to speak, The unconcerned murderer of 
yeste.day had changed. His pallor 
had turned from white to yellow. His 
hands shook. He curtained his eyes 
with the lids and sat with his head 
hanging on his shoulder, a nervous 
perspiration oozing out on his face and 
hands. In remaining mute through- 
out the assassin found a way to hold 
his composure, but this afternoon in 
court he was a most miserable picture. 
No bravado, no courage, no defiance 
of death, not the glorification o' the 
Anarchist who did his duty’’—just a 
cur like collapse. 

„He will be dragged to the death chair 
howling with terror, said Chief of Də- 
tectives Cusack, who has studied him 
since his arrest, and the fear that was 
written allover the assassin to night 
lent iteelf to the prediction. 

Interest in to day's proceedings goes 
first to the return of the verdict. While 
Justice White was delivering bis charge 
to the jury the sky seemed suddenly to 
grow dark, Clouds blew up from the 
lake and rain threatened. Czolgoes 
glanced fearfully at the twelve men 
standing in their places in respect to the 
solemn words of the Court. He asked 
for water’ and the detective brought 
hima glass, He guiped at it, handed 
back the glass and droy pd bis eyelide 
again. All day he sat with bis eyes al- 
most closed, as if he would shut out the 
scene. From time to time he would 
plunge hislefthand into his coat pock- 
et, bring out his handerchief and mop 
his face. He opened his eyes quiet wide 
when the Judge turned from the jury 
and the tramp of feet told him that the 
jurors were to retire. It was nine min 
utes to four. Every one looked at the 
clock so that he might time the delib- 
erations of the jury. Czolgoez looked, 
too. Between the two lines of tipstaves 
the jurors walked to their consulting 
room. The door closed behind them, 
Justice White left the bench, and the 
rumble of converration started. Many 
in the body of the cou:t room who had 
no opportunity to see the face of the 
prisoner came forward and viewed him. 
Judge Lewis of his defence felt so little 
concern for the man he had defended 
that he departed to catch his train to 
hie summer home, leaving Judge Titus 
to take care of the interests of the pris- 
oner. The jury was out longer than 
any one expected, in fact thirty four 
minutes. This was afterwards explain- 
ed. The jurors wanted to maintain the 
majesty of the law as it has been p 
served throughout the trial. à 

GUILTY SAYS THE JURY. 


Justice White returned to the court 
room at 4.21 o'clock, having been noti 
fied by the sheriff that the jury had ar- 
rived at a verdict. Four minutes later 
into the hushed court room came the 
jury, with Henry W. Wendt at its 
head.

DELAWARE BEING COLONIZED. 


An Influx Of Negroes la Kent County, 
Fourteen Living In A Bara. 


YET FARMERS HAVE TROUBLE IN SE- 
CURING HELP. 


The Wilmington Every Evening says; 
That the Union Republicans of Dela- 
ware, and especiaily in Kent county, 
are doing everything in their power to 
aid them to carry the election in Dela 
ware next year, is evidenced by the 
many schemes they now hare on foot 
and are putting into execution, for the 
accomplishment of this purpose. One 
of the main schemes is the colonization 
of negroes in various sections of the 
country. On a farm near the Kent 
county almshouse, from which the 
present keeper of the institution, James 
Aaron, who was the Representative 
from the Seventh district, moved last 
year, isa barn, which has been con 
verted into a dwelling and in which 14 
persons, representing several families 
reside. Just how these persons came 
to take up their residence hee is not 
known, and perhaps never will be. 

Reputable persons in and around the 
towns of Farmington and Harrington 
are aleo complaining of the influx of 
negroes in those localities, yet the farm- 
ers are having the greatest trouble in 
getting hands to work in their fields at 
this time of the year. 

Another instance in this line, is not- 
ed in the midst of Dover, witbin the 
shadow of the Federal building and 
the church steeples. In the rear of the 
postoffice is a building which is hardly 
large enough to socommodate more 
than two or three families at the most, 
and yet at registration times, the num- 
ber of negroes who claim their home in 
this particular building, is marvelous. 
Not only is it the habitation of the 
many negroes, but it is a hotbed for 
gambling and almost everything else in 
that line. Only about a year ago, a 
colored.man was shot in cold blood in 
this building in broad daylight, and 
apparently no effort was made to catch 
the murderer. One of the officers of 
the law, in ferreting out a case of theft 
of a quantity of liquor and wine from 
one of Dover's hotels nearby, some 
months ago, traced the stolen goods to 
this house, the liquor and wine having 
been emptied from the bottles in which 
they were when stolen, into demijohms 
secured for the purpose, 

Many have been the expressions that 
the town would be better off if the 
building were out of the way, but not- 
withstanding objections there has re- 
cently been erected in the rear of the 
same building another building much 
larger, which will accommodate at least 
25 negroes and their families. A strict 
watch is being kept on these two places, 
as many of the nearby residents, know- 
ing the reputation of the first place, 
are fearfy! of the consequences. Signifi- 
cant in this connection is the remark of 
a prominent member of the Union Re- 
publican party and a State Senator 
from this county, when approached 
concerning the doings of the Legisla- 
ture, shortly after its adjournment. He 
thought the Union Republicans bad 
much to rejoice over, as they had pass- 
ed laws which gave them the voters’ 
assistants, they had the governor who 
would appoint Republican registrars, 
and that he could not but see where 
they had made great gains,”

Pisas For Fruit Exhibition At Next 
Annual Meeting. 


It is «xpected that the exhibit of 
Fresh Fruit at the next Annual Meet- 
ing of the Maryland State Hortioultur- 
al Society will form one of the leading 
features of the meeting. This meeting 
will be held in Dushane Post Hall, Bal- 
timore, December 13 and 18, Although 
it is sometime before this gathering 
will occur, it is none too early for the 
fruit growers to begin making their 
plans relative to the meeting. It is 
hoped that those having fruit suitable 
for exhibition purposes will contribute 
whatever they can toward the interest 
of the fruit exhibit. 

Arrangements similar to those of last 
year have been made with the Balti- 
more City Cold Storage and Warehouse 
Co. whereby they will place in cold 
storage fruit sent them for this exhibit. 
Fruit for this purpose should be picked 
as soon as it is well grown, without 
waiting for evidence of full ripeness to 
appear. It should be handled with the 
greatest possible care to avoid bruising; 
each specimen wrapped in tissue paper 
or some other suitable kind and care- 
fully packed. Ship, express prepaid, 
to the above named company at No. 408 
South Eutaw Street, Baltimore. Each 
package should be plainly marked in 
such a manner that the purpose for 
which the fruit is intended shall be 
known. The Cold Storage Company 
should be notified of each shipment, as 
ae also the Secretary of the Socie-

The exhibitat the last annual assembly 
was one of the most valuable features 
of the meeting. By vote of the Execu- 
tive Board, certificates ot merit signed 
by the President and Secretary will be 
issued, based on the report of the Ex- 
hibition Committee.

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BROOM CORN FOR FOOD. 


A New Cereal That Cas be Prepared in 
Many Appetizing Ways. 

A new kind of cereal food for human 
consumption is to be introduced in this 
country if the Department of Agricul- 
ture can persuade people to ent it It 
is broom-corn millet, and the plant was 
brought hither from. Europe not long 
ago by botanical agents of the govern- 
ment, for use as forage, However, 
there is no reason why it should not 
furnish an article of diet for people, 
inasmuch as it may be prepared in 
many appetizing ways. It produces, 
under favorable conditions, 60 bushels 
of grain (seed) to the acre, so that, in 
view of its highly nutritious qualities, 
it isa most economical and otherwise 
desirable plant. 

This broom-corn millet is so called 
because, when growing in the fields, it 
looks like broom corn. There are a 
number of varieties, and the seed (that 
is‘ the hulls of them) are of different 
colore—yellow, white, brown and gray. 
A graceful spreading tassel crowns the 
stalk. 

In Russia, where the plantis grown 
almost wholly for use as human food, 
it is called “‘proco.” People in that 
country eat it for breakfast in a form 
like oaten grits, or press the grite into 
cakes and use them with soup. The ce” 
real aleo appears on their table in pan- 
cakes, such as we make out of buck- 
wheat or Indian corn. Among the peas- 
ante, especially in the region of the 
Volga, the broom corn millet is largely 
consumed 

One may judge of ita popularity, in- 
deed, when it ie stated that from 60,- 
000,000 to 70,000,000 bushels of the grain 
are produced in Russia yearly. A spec 
ial study was made of it recently by Dr. 
M A. Carleton, who was sent to Russia 
by Secretary Wilson to gather agricul- 
tural information. He says that the 
broom-corn millet can be grown most 
successfully in this country in the 
Ner.hern plains region—in the Dakotas,

Race War Ia Texas. 


Somerville, Tex., Sept. 24.—A race 
riot was started here last night, and 
several hundred shots were fired before 
the negroes broke and fled.

The trouble arose over the employ- 
ment of a negro brakeman on a rail- 
road, the road paying no attention to 
warnings to discharge bim. A train 
was fired on last night with the results 
noted above.

U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Climate and Crop Bulletin of the 
Weather Bureau, Maryland and Dela- 
ware Soction, week ending Monday, 
September 23rd says: 

Moat late vegetables are still produc- 
ing well. Sweet potatoesare fair to 
good, Irish potatoes are turning ou, 
very poorly in nearly all districta, many 
patches being almost complete failures. 
Turnips are doing well. Cabbage is be- 
low average in both yield and quality 
owing to damage by worms. Sugar 
corn continues to yield well, and the 
crop will be medium to large if not out 
short by damaging frosts. Tomatoes 
continue with the favorable yields that 
were reported last week for the first 
time during the season, and the can- 
neries are finding steady employment 
for all workers except in the extreme 


soutient where the crop has begun to 
all.

The Cambridge Chrnicle, says; 

Commander Howard on Tuesday ex» 
amined the oyster beds on the dredgers’ 
grounds in the Choptank river. He 
found a fair quantity of marketable 
oyste s, all of good size and in fair con 
dition though not particularly fat. 
There is a very large amount of young 
growth. One striking feature of the 
condition of the oysters is that the dif- 
ference in the size of the young growth 
and the marketable oysters is so great 
as to doaway with the necessity of 
great pains being taken in culling. The 
oysters that are large are noticeably so 
and the small ones are quite small and 
there is little danger of one being mis 
taken for the other by accident. When 
the weatherclears Commander Howard 
expects to make a tour of inspection 
ia Honga river.”

SALISBURY 


Wasutnoton, Sept. 22.—In this diss 
sourse Dr. Talmage commends the spirit 
of amity and good feeling and mentions 
illustrious examples of that spirit; text, 
Acts xxviil, 2, “The barbarous people 
showed us no little kindness.” 

Here we are on the Island of Malta, 
another name for Melita. This island, 
which has always been an important com- 
mercial center, belonging at different 
times to Phoenicia, to Greece, to Rome, 
to Arabia, to Spain, to France, now be 
longs to England. The area of the island 
is about 100 square miles. It is in the 
Mediterranean sea and of such clarity of 
atmosphere that Mount tna, 130 miles 
away, can be distinctly seen. The Island 
is gloriously memorable because the 
Knights of Malta for a long while ruled 
there, but most famous because of the 
apostolic shipwreck. The bestormed ves- 
sel on which Paul sailed had “laid to” on 
the starboard tack, and the wind was 
blowing east-northeast, and, the vessel 
drifting probably a mile and a half an 
et she struck at what is now called St. 

aul's bay. Practical sailors have taken 
up the Bible account and decided beyond 
controversy the place of the shipwreck. 
But the island, which has so rough a 
coast, is for the most part a garden. 
Richest fruits and a profusion of honey 
characterized it in Paul's time as well 
as now. The finest oranges, figs and 
olives grow there. 

When Paul and his comrades crawled 
up on the beach, saturated and hungry 
from long abstinence from food and chill- 
to the bone, the islanders, though call- 
l barbarians because they could not 

k Greek, opened their doors to the 
pwrecked unfortunates. Everything 
had gone to the bottom ot the deep, and 
the barefooted, bareheaded apostle and 
ship's crew were in a condition to appre- 
ciato hospitality. About twenty-five such 
men a few years ago I found in the 
life station near East Hampton, 
Long Island. They had got ashore 
in the night from the sea, and 
not a hat or shoe had they ‘eft. They 
found out, as Paul and his fellow voya- 
gers found out, that thewea is the ar 
ot all robbers. My text finds the p's 
crew ashore on Malta and around a hot 
fire drying themselves and with the best 
provision the islanders can offer them. 
And they go iste government quarters 
for three days to recuperate, Publius, the 
ruler, inviting them, although he had se- 
vere sickness ln the house at that time, 
his father down with a dangerous iliness. 
Yea, for three months they staid on the 
island watching for a ship and putting 
the hospitalities of the islanders to a 
severe test. But it endured the test satis- 
factorily, and it is recorded for all the 
ages of time and eternity to read and 
bear in regard to the inhabitants of Mal- 
ta, “The barbarous people showed us no 

little kindness,” 

A Magnificent Word. 

Kindness! What a great word that Is! 
It would take a reed as long as that 
which the apocalyptic angel used to 
measure heaven to tell the length, the 
breadth, the height of that munificent 
word. It is a favorite Bible word, and 
it la early launched In the book of Gene- 
sia, caught up in the book of Joshua, 
embraced in the book of Ruth, sworn by 
in the book of Samuel, crowned in the 
book of Psalms and enthroned in many 
places in the New Testament. Kindness! 
A word no more gentle than mighty, I 
expect it will wrestle me down before I 
get through with it. It is strong enough 
to throw an archangel. But it will be 
well for us to stand around it and warm 
ourselves by its glow as Paul and bis fel- 
low voyagers stood around the fire on 
the island of Malta, where the Maltese 
made themselves immortal in my text by 
the way they treated their victims of the 
sea. “The barbarous people showed us 
no little kindness.” 

Kindness! All definitions of that mul- 
tipotent word break down balt way. You 
say it is clemency, benignity, generosity; 
it is made up of good wishes; it is on 
expression of beneficence; it Is a con- 
tribution to the happiness of others. 
Some one else says, “Why, I can give 
you a definition of kindness; it is sun- 
shine of the soul; it ls affection perennial; 
it is a climacteric grace; It is the com- 
bination of all graces: it is compassion; 
it is the perfection of gentle manliness 
and womaniiness.” Are you all through? 
You have made a dead failure in your 
definition. It cannot be defined, but we 
all know what it is, for we have all telt 
its power, Bome of you may have felt 
it a+ Paul felt it, on some coast of rock 
as the ship went to pleces, but more of 
us bave again and again in some awful 
stress of life bad either from earth or 
heaven hands stretched out which “show- 
ed us no little kindness,” 

There is kindness of disposition, kind- 
ness of word, kindness of act, and there 
is Jesus Christ, the impersonation of all 
of them. Kindness! You cannot affect 
it, You cannot play it as a part. You 
cannot enact it. You cannot dramatize 
it. By the grace of God you must have 
It inside you, an everlasting summer, or, 
rather, a combination of June and Octo- 
ber, the genlality of the one and the tonic 
of the other. It cannot dwell with arro- 
gange or spite or revenge or malevolence. 
At its frst appearance in the soul all 
these Amalekites and Gergishites and 
Hittites and Jebusites must quit, and quit 
forever. Kindness wishes everybody well 
every man well, every woman well, ey- 
ery child well, every bird well, every 

well, every dog well, every cat well. 
Give this spirit full swing, and you would 
have no more need of societies for pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals, no more 
neod of protective sewing woman's asso- 
ciations, and it would dull every sword 
until it would not cut skin deep, aud un- 
wheel every bat till it could not roll, 
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that aromatic beauty bebind the clock 
on the mautel or in some corner where 
can sor it. yon find people walk- 
ing about your worn looking this way and 
that, and you ask them, “What are you 
looking for?” and they answer, Where 
is that flower?” so if one has in his soul 
this Influlte sweetness of disposition its 
perfume will whelm everything. : 
The Grace of Fo ;ivenees. 

But are you waiting and hoping for some 
one to be bankrupted or exposed or dis- 
comfited or In some way overthrown then 
kindness has not taken posseasion of your 
nature. You are wrecked on a Malta where 
there’nre no eranges, You are entertain- 
ing a guest so unlike kindness that kind- 
ness will not come and dwell under the 
same roof. The most exhausting and 
ubblealthy and ruinous spirit on earth is a 
revengeful spirit or retaliating spirit, as I 
know by experience, for I have tried it 
for five or ten minutes at a time, When 
some mean thing has been done me or 
said about me, I have felt: “I will pay 
him in his own coln. I will show him up. 
The lugrate! The traitor! The liar! 
The villain!” But five or ten minutes of 
the feeling has been so unnerving and ex- 
hausting I have abandoned it, and I can- 
not understand how people can go about 
torturing themselves five or ten or twenty 
years, trying to get even with somebody. 
The only way you will ever triumph over 
your enemies is by forgiving them and 
wishing them all good and no evil. As 
malevolence is the most uneasy and prof- 
itless and dangerous feeling, kindness is 
the most healthful and delightful. And 
this Is not an abstraction. As I have 
tried a little of the retaliatory feeling, so 
I have tried a little of the forgiving. I 
do not want to leave this world until I 
have taken vengeance upon every man 
that ever did me a wrong by doing him a 
kinduess. In most of such cases I have 
already succeeded, but there are a few 
malignants whom I am yet pursuing, and 
I shall not be content until I have in some 
wise helped them or benéfited them or 
blessed them. 

Let us all pray for the spirit of ‘kind- 
ness, It will settle a thousand questions. 
It will change the phase of everything, It 
will mellow through and through our en- 
tire nature. It will transform a lifetime. 
It is not a feeling got up for occasions, 
but perennial. That is the reason I like pe- 
tunias better than morning glories. They 
look very much alike, and if 1 should put 
in your hand a -petunia and a morning 
glory you could hardly tell which is the 
petunia and which the morning glory. 
But the morning glory blooms only a few 
hours and then shuts up for the day, 
while the petunia is in as widespread a 
glow at 12 o'clock at noon and 6 o'clock 
in the evening as at sunrise. And this 
grace of kindness is not spasmodic, It is 
not intermittent, is not for a little while, 
but it Irradiates the whole nature all 
through and clear on till the sunset of 
our earthly existence. 

Kindness! I am resolred to get It. 
Are you resolved to get it? It does not 
come by haphazard, but through culture 
under the divine help. Thistles grow 
without culture. Rocky mountain sage 
grass grows without culture. Mullein 
stalks grow without culture. But that 
great red rose im the conservatory, its 
leaves packed on leaves, deep dyed as 
though it had been obliged to fight for its 
beauty and it were still reeking with the 
carnage of the battle, that rose needed to 
be cultured, and through long years its 
floral ancestors were cultured. O Cod, 
implant kindness in all our souls and then 
give us grace to watch it, to enrich it, to 
develop it! 


Rare Flower From Royal Garden, 

The king of Prussla had presented to 
him by the empress of Russia the root of 
a rare flower, and it was put in the royal 
gardens on an island, and the head gar- 
dener, Herr Fintleman, was told to watch 
it. And one day It put forth its glory. 
Three days of every week the people 
were admitted to these gardens, and a 
young man, probably not realizing what 
a wrong thing be was doing, plucked this 
flower and put it in his buttonhole, and 
the gardener arrested him as he was cross- 
Ing at the ferry and asked the king to 
throw open no more his gardens to the 
public. The king replied: “Shall I deny 
to the thousands of good people of my 
country the privilege of seing this garden 
because one visitor has done wrong? No; 
let them come and see the beautiful 
grounds.” And when the gardencr wish- 
ed to give the king the name of the of- 
fender who had taken the royal flower he 
said, “No; my memory is very tenacious, 
and I do not want to bave in my mind 
the name of the offender lest it should 
hinder me granting him a favor some oth- 
er time.” Now, I want you to know that 
kindness is a royal flower, and blessed be 
God, the king of mercy and grace, that 
by a divine gift, and not by purloining, we 
may pluck this royal flower and not wear 
it on the outside of our nature, but wear 
it in our soul and wear it forever, its 
radiance and aroma not more wonderful 
for time than wonderful for eternity. 

Still further, I must speak of kindness 
of word. When you meet any one, do 
you say a pleasant thing or an unpleas- 
ant? Do you tell him of agreeable things 
you have heard about him or the dis- 
agreeable? When be leaves you, docs he 
feel better or does he feel worse? Oh, 
the power of the tongue for the produc- 
tion of happiness or misery! One would 
think from the way the tongue is caged 
in we might take the hint that it has a 
dangerous power. First it is chained to 
the back part of the mouth by strong 
muscle, Then it is surrounded by the 
tecth of the lower jaw, so many ivory 
bars, and then by the teeth of the upper 
jaw, more ivory bars. Then, outside of 
all, are the two Upa, with the power of 
compression and arrest. And yet, not- 
withstanding these four imprisonments 
or limitations, how many take no blut in 
regard to the dangerous power of the 
tongue, and the results are laceration, 
scarification and damnation, There are 
those if they know a good thing about 
you and a bad thing will mention the 
bad thing and act as though they had 
never heard the good thing. Now, there 
are two sides to almost every one's 
character, and we have the cholee of 
overhauling the virtue or the vice. We 
can greet Paul and the ship's crew as 
they come up the beach of Malta with 
the words: “What a sorry looking set 
you are! How little of navigation you 
must know to run on these rocks! 
Didn't you know better than to put out 
on the Mediterranean this wintry month? 
It was bot much ofwa ship anyhow, or it 
would not bave gone to p as soon as 
that. Well, what do you want? We 
have bard enough work to make a living 
for ourselvca without having thrust on 
us 276 ragamuffins.” Not so sald the 
Maltese. think they sald: “Come in! 
Bit down by the fre and warm your 
selves. Glad that you all got off with 
er lives. Make yourself at home, 

ou are welcome to all we have unti) 
some ship comes in sicht and you resume 


arm; we will have a doctor come to at- 
tend to this fra 


three months the kindness went on, we 
baxe little more than this brief record

Kindness of Action. 


Furthermore, there is kindness of ac- 
tion. That is what Joseph showed to his 


outrageous brothers, That is what Da- in 


vid showed to Mephibosheth for his fa- 
ther Jonathan's sake. That is what One- 
sipborus showed to Paul in the Roman 
penitentiary. That is what William Cow- 
per recognized when he said he would not 
trust a man who would with his foot 


necdlessly crush a worm. That is what | 1 


our assassinated President Lincoln dem- 
onstrated when bis private secretary 
found him In the capitol grounds trying 
to get a bird back to the nest from which 
it had fallen and which quality the illus- 
trious man exhibited years before when, 
having with some lawyers in the carriage 
on the way to court passed on the road a 
awine fast in the mire, after awhile cried 
to his horses, “Ho!” and said to the gen- 
tlemen, “I must go back and help that 
hog out of the mire.” And he did go 
back and put on solid ground that most 
uninteresting quadruped. That was the 
spirit that was manifested by my depart- 
ed friend, Hon, Alexander H. Stephens 
of Georgia—and lovelier man never ex- 
changed earth for heaven—when at 
Washington. A senator's wife, who told 
us of the circumstances, said to him, 
“Mr. Stephens, come and sce my dead 
canary bird.“ And he answered, “No; 1 
could not look at the poor thing without 
crying.” That is the spirit which last 
night ten thousand mothers showed to 
their sick children coming to give the 
drink at the tenth call as cheerfully and 
as tenderly as at the first call. 

Buppose all this assemblage and all 
to whom these words shall come by 
printer’s type should resolve to make 
kindness an overarching, undergirding 
and all pervading principle of their life 
and then carry out the resolution. Why, 
in six months the whole earth would feel 
it. People would say: “What is the 
matter? It seems to me that the world 
ia getting to be a better place to live in. 
Why, life after all is worth living. Why, 
there is Shylock, my neighbor, has with- 
drawn his lawsuit of foreclosure against 
that man, and because he has had so 
much sickness in his family he le going 
to have the house for one year rent free, 
There is an old lawyer In that young 
lawyer's office, and do you know what be 
has gone in there for? Why, be is help- 
ing to fx up a case which is too big for 
the young man to handle, and the white 
haired attorney is hunting up previous 
decisions and making out a brief for the 
boy. Do you know that a strange thing 
has taken place in the pulpit, and all the 
old ministers are helping the young min- 
isters, and all the old doctors are helping 
the young doctors, and the farmers are 
assisting each other in gathering the har- 
vest, and for that farmer who is sick the 
neighbors have made n ‘bee,’ as they call 
it, and they have all turned in to help 
him get his crops into the garner? And 
they tell me that the older and more 
skillful reporters who have permanent 
positions on papers are helping the young 
fellows who are just beginning to try 
and do not know exactly bow to do it. 
And after a few erasures and interpola- 
tions on the reporter's pad they say, 
Now. here is a readable acconnt of that 
tragedy; hand it in, and I am sure the 
managing editor will take it.“ 

“And I heard this morning of a poor 
old man whose three children were in hot 
debate os to who should take care of him 
in his declining days. The oldest son de- 
clared that It was his right because he 
was the oldest, and the youngest son sald 
it was his right because he was the 
youngest, and Mary said it was her right 
because she better understood father’s 
vertigo and rheumatism and poor spells 
and knew better how to nurse him, and 
the only way the difficulty could be set- 
tled was by the old man's promise that he 
would divide the year into three parts and 
spend a third of his time with each one of 
them. And neighboring stores in the 
same line of goods on the same block are 
acting kindly to each other. It seems to 
me that those words of Isalah are being 
fulfilled when he says, The carpenter en- 
couraged the goldsmith and he that 
smoothed with the hammer, him that 
smote the anvil, saying, it is ready for 
the soldering.” What is the matter? It 
seems to me our old world is picking up. 
Why, the millennium must be coming in. 
Kindness has got the victory.” 

New Dispensation of Gestalt. 

My hearers, you know and I know we 
are far from that state of things. But 
why not inaugurate a new dispensation 
of geulality. It we cannot have a millen- 
nium on a large scale, let us have it on a 
small scale and under our own vestments, 
Kindness! If this world is ever brought 
to God, that is the thing that will do it. 
You cannot fret the world up, although 
you may fret the world down, You can- 
not acotd it Into excellence or reformation 
or godliness, 

nd while we take this matchless kind- 
ness from God may it be found that we 
have uttered our last bitter word, written 
our last cutting paragraph, done our last 
retaliatory action, felt our last revengeful 
heart throb. And it weuld not be a bad 
epitaph for any of us it, by the grace of 
God, from this time forth we lived such 
beneficent lives that the tombstone’s 
chisel could appropriately cut upon the 
plain slab that marks our grave a sugges- 
tion from the text, “He showed us no lit- 
tle kindness.” But not until the last 
child of God has got ashore from the 
earthly storms that drove him on the 
rocks like Mediterranean Buroclydons, 
not until all the thrones of heaven are 
mounted, and all the conquerors crowned, 
and all the barpa and trumpets and or- 
gans of heaven are thrummed or blown 
or sounded and the ransomed of all climes 
and ages are in full chorus under the ju- 
bilant swing of angelic baton, and we 
shall for thousands of years have seen 
the river from under the throne rolling 
into the “sea of glass mingled with fire,” 
and this world we pow inhabit shall be so 
far in the past that only a stretch of ce- 
lestinl memory can recall that it ever ex- 
isted at all, not until then will we under 
stand what Nehemiah calls “the great 
kindness,” and David calls “the marvel- 
ous kindness,” and Isalah calls “the ever 
lasting kindness” of God.
